Canadian Eggs 
Gain In Britain 


One Reason Why .Prices .Are Ad: 
vanced on the Home Market 


One of the very obvious reasons 
why the price of eggs has been in- 
creasingly high in Canada since the 
outbreak of war three years ago is 
Nhat instead of keeping all her eggs 
at home, as was practically the case 
in 1914, Canada has been exporting 
large consignments of eggs to Eng- 
land. Formerly Great Britain got 
fifty per cent. of her eggs irom Rus- 
sia, but that soutce of supply was 
almost completely cut off, and the 
void has been filled as far as possi- 
ble by eggs from Canada and the 
United States. Today Canadian’ eggs 
occupy a strong position in the Brit- 
ish market. The question which the 
Canadian trade commissioner in Liv- 
erpool now asks is whether or not 
Canada can hold her greatly extend- 
ed cgg trade in the United, King- 
dom. 


He points out that “during the 


yetifs immediately preceding the out- 
break of the war imports of Cana- 
dian eggs, which had formerly been 
well known on the British market, 
fell to negligible quantities, the 
board of trade returns noting only 
14,700 great hundreds (of 120 eggs) 
in 1911, none at all in 1912, and 
1,950 in 1913. Home requirements 
had so greatly increased, that Can- 
ada had become a large importer of 
eggs, and the total output was read- 
ily absorbed at satisfactory prices, 
At the same time the increasin 
competition of continental sources 0 
supply on the overseas market, fav- 
ored, as they were, by steadily grow- 
ing efficiency in orgarization for col- 
lecting, packing, grading, storing and 
marketing, lower production costs, 
and by a natural advantage of geo- 
praphical situation, had brought 
prices to a level that ceased to hold 
out special attractions to the sl 
per.” 

“The war had an immediate effect 
upon these supplies, the total imports 
dropping from 21,579,950 great hun- 
dreds in 1913 to 17,904,805 in 1914, 
10,246,926 in 1915 and 6,606,411 in 
1916. Russian eggs in particular, 
which had furnished over fifty per 
cent. of the total in 1913 dropped 
from 11,453,277. great hundreds in 
1913 to 6,870,827 in 1914; 3,074,156 
in 1915 and 734,525 or cleven per 
cent. of the total in 1916. This de- 
crease in supplies from the continent 
resulted naturally, in producing high 
prices and -a_ strong demand for 
transatlantic eggs, and the greatly 
increased production of Canadian 
eggs has enabled our shippers to take 
full advantage of the situation. In 
1914 Canadian egg imports into this 
country were 361,173 great hundreds, 
in 1914, 916,326 and in 1916,  1,431- 


470, 

“Considerable complaint was made 
of the pack of eggs sent forward in 
1914, and the resulting’ condition in 
which the product reached the mar- 
ket. These initial disadvantages, how- 
ever, have been largely overcome by 
the shippers and at the present time 
satis- 


Canadian eggs occupy a very 

| factory position in the eyes of — the 
trade. They are very attractively 
packed, clean and of the desired 


color, of good size and weight, and 
while they must necessarily rank QiBy 
low Danish and Irish fresh eggs, 
they are generally superior to all but 
the best grades of Russian eggs, ¢s- 
pecially as regards size and appear- 
ance. They always command a_ pre- 
mium of from one to two shillings 
per case over American eggs.”

Part Played By France 
Stronger Today Than at Any Prev- 


ious ‘Time During the War 


France is stronger today in fight- 
tng men and war materials than at 
eny time during the war, despite 
three years of terrific combat, of 
which a great share has fallen to the 
French armies, 

This is the cheering message to 
the American people given by Andre 
Tardieu, high commissioner of 
France in the United States, in a for- 
inal communication to Secretary 
Baker, setting forth a detailed state- 
ment of what the devotion of the 
Irench people has imade possible. It 
contains stunning figures as to the 
auen, guns and money they have con- 
tributed to the war. It breathes the 
spirit of confidence and high courage 
that still animates the nation. 

M, Tardicu says in his statement 
that there are today nearly. three 
million French troops in the zone of 
the armics alone, exclusive of those 
in the zone of the interior and the 
colonies, That is a million more men 
than were used to stem the German 


flood tide at the Marne, and the 
greatest number France has’ ever 
mustered in the fighting zone, The 
commissioner adds that the force 


can be maintained “for a long tiie 


to come.” 
We shows that French “definitive 
casualties” in killed and prisoners 


have dropped from 5.41 per cent. of 
all mobilized forces at the battle of 
the Marne to 1.28 per cent. during 
the last six months of 1916; that 
france is holding 574 kilometers of 
the 739 kilometres on the western 
front, and that her troops in June of 
this year were facing 81 of the 123 
German divisions 


concentrated on 
that line. As to guns, the commis- 
sioner shows that French armies 
have had an ample supply of the 


famous 75's from the first, and that 
her 300 heavy guns in 1914 had in- 
creased to 6,000 in June, 1917, giv- 
ing one heavy gun for every 26 met- 


res of the French front offensive 
this year, Including all field) and 
trench guns, he says, there is a gun 


for every cight metres in the sector 
of attack. 

To feed the 75's the daily output 
of shells has risen from 13,000 in 
1914 to a quarter of a million today, 
and 100,000 projectiles for the heavy 
funs are supplied each day in addi- 
tion, During the last offensives a 
total weight of projectiles averaging 
(1,442 kilograms (about 11-2 tons) 
was hurled into every lineal metre 
of the German trenches assaulted, 
and 12,000,000 shells of all calibres 
were expended by French guns. In 
addition to all this, France complete- 
ly re-cquipped and re-armed the Bel- 
gian, Serbian and Greek armies, and 
furnished 800 heavy guns to her al- 
lies. 

On the financial side of the tables 
shows that France has expended 82,- 
047,000,000 francs (nearly $16,000,- 
000,000) since the war began. During 
the war she received from foreign 
countries six billion francs and loan- 
ed to several of her allies four billion 
francs,

From this time onward, Germany 
will not depend upon physical agen- 
cies alone for what it will be glad 
to consider a tolerable peace. To 
it will do what it can to 
promote a failure of memory on the 
part of its enemies.

In the last analysis the cause 
of the allies and in a special degree 
the cause of the United States must 
rest upon their unforgettable detes- 
tation of the deliberate villainy which 
forced this war upon the world and 
their invincible determination that 
its end must be sucli as to prevent 
its repetition. .? y 

Without a moral victory there will 
be no victory for the nations which 
Germany pillages and menaces. The 
more fiercely that truth is set forth 
in the forum as-well as on the field 
of battle the more complete will be 
their triumph.—New York World. 


Would Regain Control of Dye Trade 


From Switzerland comes a report 
that a great dye cartel, or industrial 
combine, has been organized in Ger- 
many, with a capital of $250,000,000, 
embracing all the manufacturers of 
dyestuffs in the country. The pur- 
pose of this organization is, after the 
war is over, to embark upon an_ in- 
dustrial war in order to regain for 
Germany the trade in dyestuffs which 
she has lost. The attempt will prob- 
ably fail. In Britain, in France and 
in the United States the war has 
stimulated the production of dye- 
stuffs, and this industry is so closely 
related to the produtcion of war ma- 
terial that the governinents of these 
countries are determined not to per- 
mit Germany again to secure a mo- 
nopoly in that line.

It is expected 
that better cold storage facilities will 
tend to an increase of trade. Large 
quantities of whale meat are being 
sent on from Victoria for delivery in 
the sfate of Washington. 

Large quantities of fertilizer will 
be manufactured again this season, 
as in previous years, this being 
made out of the portions not suitable 
for food. Only the very best prime 
meat is used for marketing purposes.

Air Raids Frighten 
London Birds 


of War's Terrors on 
Lower Life 


A correspondent writes: “I had an 
opportunity on Saturday of sceing for 
myself how an air raid affects our 
little furred and feathered friends. 
My North London garden is fre- 
quented by several sorts of  simnall 
birds. When the German cagies 
came sailing along and the guns be- 
gan to thunder, the birds seemed 
Panic-stricken and flew frantically 
and aimlessly about, twittering in a 
Piteous and agitated manner, A six 
weeks’ old kitten was badly scared. 
It squealed pitifully, and ran and 
crouched in a corner, exhiblting all 
the signs of a severe*fright. Pres- 
cently it bolted into a cupboard, where 
it hid till all was quiet. I suppose 
wise people would say “instinct” but 
instinct is, I think, explained as un- 
conscious transmitted memory, and it 
is scarcely likely that the ancestor§ 
cf these small creatures had all been 
in air raids.” 

This account of the effects of an 
air raid on the smaller animals, dif- 
fer widely from those which reach 
us from the front. Probably it is 
only a question of time before the 
birds become accustomed to the 
noise and destruction of war, be- 
cause they have so far not deserted 
the battlefield. Stray dogs, too, are 
frequently found in the trenches. 
They live the lives of refugees, and 
spend their days looking for thcir 
long-lost masters. When a big shell 
comes over they drop their cars and 
crouch down until all is quiet again. 
It is interesting to relate too, that a 
dove made its home in a hole made 
by a shell in the tower of Ladysmith 
town hall at the time of the Boer 
war, aud remained there during the 
whole of the siege —Dundee Adver- 
tiser. :

Russian Debacle 
Blamed On Spies 


Col. Kolotkoff Declares Agents 
Autocracy Started Counter Rev- 
olutionary Campaign 


Causes of the Russian debacle 
against the Germans and Austrians 
are set forth in a remarkable report 
by Colonel Kolotkoff to the council 
ot workmen and _ soldiers’ deputies. 
T he responsibility is placed on activ- 
ity of ex-policemen, gendarmes and 
spies of Emperor Nicholas, who af- 
ter being deprived of their livelihaod, 
were compulsorily sent to the front. 

Until the end of June, says Col. 
Kolotkoff, the soldiers on the west 
front were in excellent fighting trim. 
There was an admirably completed 
plan to advance which would prob- 
ably have led to the re-conquest of 
Vilna, But the police, gendrames 
and spies of the autocracy  con- 
sciously started an  anti-patriotic 
counter-revolutionary campaign, the 
first design of which was the disso- 
lution of the army, 

Large numbers managed to get 
elected to regimental company com- 
niittees, started a propaganda against 
war, inciting soldiers against officers, 
against the provisional government's 
commissaries and even incited vio- 
lence, Later they secretaly distilled 
vodka and on the advance dosed sol- 
diers therewith, 

The Germans took advantage of 
these conditions and flooded the Rus- 
sian trenches with spies in Russian 
uniforms, Formerly the reinforce- 
mient units arriving at the front were 
slightly weaker in number than the 
rolls showed, but now the units were 


ot 


always stronger owing to the pres- 
Sure in disguise of Germans. The 
Spies organized fraternization. Sol- 


diers born in the provinces occupied 
by the enemy’ were allowed to visit 
their homes, and after a short ab- 
sence returned to the trenches com- 
pletely Germanized in sentiment. 

The result was that before the at- 
tempt to recover Vilna many sol- 
diers refused to participate in the at- 
tack. 


Plenty of Land Available 

Dr. Roche points out that there 
are, within ten miles of railways, and 
available for settlement, 4,100,000 
acres in Alberta, 917,000 in - Saskat- 
chewan and 1,436,000 in Manitoba.

Contempt of Soudanese for Modern 
Long Range Fighting 


The Camel ‘Transport Corps, al- 
though not exactly a fighting force, 
has been in action and received its 
baptism of fire, says a correspond- 
ent of “The Manchester Guardian.” 
No shell or bullet can excite the 
stolid, contemplative animal; but it 
night have been cxpected that. the 
camel drivers, wharmed and untrain- 
ed for war, would run for it at the 
first sign of attack. Yet, in fact most 
of them responded admirably to the 
call of their British officers and 
stuck to their animals while bullets 
whizzed around, With characterictic 
simplicity, or it may be obstinacy, 
when told to bring in their camels to 
shelter they insisted on taking — with 
them the blankets which are issued 
to every man, lest they should be 
stolen in their absence. Some want- 
ed to mount a hill under fire to get 
their moncy from their tents. 

The contempt which a Soudanese 
stalwart feels for the modern long- 
range fighting was expressed by one 
head-man—the more warlike Soudan- 
ese regularly act as head-men over 
the Egyptian fellaheen—who remark- 
ed, as the shells burst, that in his 
country they “fought it out with 
knives.”

New Spy Trick 
By The Teutons 


Device Taps Allied Wires and Learns 
Time of Attacks 


The Germans in France 


have in- 
vented a new device which is auto- 
rmiatically projected into the allied 


lines and grapples telegraph or tele- 
phone wires, establishing an electri- 
cal connection and enabling the Ger- 
Nians to tap passing messages re- 
garding operations. Prisoners re- 
cently taken confirm stories pre- 
viously told of how the German 
command obtained exact  informa- 
tion of the hour set for attacks, 

This new device probably is the 
most successful means of espionage 
invented by the Germans. Our sol- 
diers in France have always been 
mystified by the ease with which the 
Germans identified new British regi- 
ments coming into the front line. 
When the newcomers arrived they 
were invariably greeted by placards 
erected over the trenches or by a 
hail from the enemy ling calling 
them by name. This ability of the 
Germans to pick up the latest in- 
formation undoubtedly came from 
the use of this hook-line arrange- 
ment thrown over our telegraph and 
telephone wires.

Oil Shells are Latest Weapon of

“The oil shells referred to by cor-

At all events, Mr. Geddes could, Al- 
though he had never before had any- 
thing to do with shipping he worked 
up his department to such a point of 
efficiency that everybody acknowled- 
ged that he was fully competent to 
head the navy, though few thought 
that any British prime minister would 
have the courage to step outside pre- 
cedent and appoint him to the posi- 
tion. 

But the British government had, in 
the meantime, greased the way for 
his promotion by making him a 
knight. What might have been be- 
yond the reach of plain Eric Geddes 
was possible for Sir Eric Campbell 
Geddes, and even the most conserva- 
tive papers in England applaud the 
appointment of the new first lord of 
the admiralty, 


No Vestige Of Old 
Regime To Remain 


Russia Abolishing Everything Asso- 
ciated With Czarism 

Everything associated with czarisg 
is being ruthlessly abolished, even it 
the abolition destroys or profanes 
historic associations. Names of 
places and squares taken from Rom- 
anoff rulers and grand dukes are 
giving place to names of revolution- 
ary heroes and to abstract terms ex- 
pressing the enthusiasm of freedom. 

The changes are provoking strange 
controversies and amusing incidents, 
Elaborate names smacking of China 
are propesd. One is “Street of the 
Eternal Memory of the Martyrs of 
the Revolution.” In many towns are 
now displayed at street corners the 
names of Kalayeff, Gershuni, and 
other terrorists who assassinated de- 
spotic ministers and governors, 

In Moscow it has even been pro- 
posed to change the “House of Boy- 
ard Romanoff,” wherein the Roman- 
offs lived before their elevation to 
the throne, to “House of a Russian 
Boyard.” The brand new port, Town 
Romanoff, on the Murman coast, has 
lost its name. Large towns called 
after emperors and empresses like 
Fkaterinburg in the Caucasus and 
Nikolayevsk in Siberia, find it diffi- 
cult to change their names without 
causing confusion, so it is suggested 
that they be temporarily christened 
“former Ekaterinburg” and “former 
Nikolayevsk.” 

Destruction of historical monu- 
ments associated with the monarchy 
have gone so far that even the revo- 
lutionary council of workmen and 
soldiers’ deputies has protested. This 
work has been done not by incendiary 
mobs but by deliberate action of “re- 
form committees.” 

Alone the great Peters’ name and 
statues have been spared. Despot as 
he was, he commands all Russia's 
respect. 

Leonid Andreyeff and other well 
known men of letters and artists have 
protested against the iconoclasm 
which goes so far as even to deny 
history. 
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Peace River Country 

Growing Fast 


Mixed Farming Becoming Popular 
and Grain Acreage Finest 
in Canada 


That the Peace River country has 
received 3,500 settlers this year, is 
the information given by Ralph Har- 
ris, traveller and writer, who passed 
through Calgary on his way to the 
coast after several years spent at 
Peace River Crossing. The north- 
lond is settling up very fast, he says, 
and one encouraging feature of the 
development is that farmers are go- 
ing into mixed farming. One cream- 
ery is established in the far north, 
and is working overtime, and the 
live stock industry is flourishing, Al- 
though Mr. Harris says it is hard to 
put an estimate on the acreage under 
crop in this big territory, he was 
prepared to state that the northland 
would have 150,000 acres of the best 
wheat crop in Canada or the western 
states. 


What this country is capable’ of 
producing is shown in the — yield 
which Sheridan Lawrence, an old- 
timer there, produced kst year. His 
crop amounted to 10,000 bushels ot 
wheat, and has just been sold in 
Winnipeg for $1.95. This year this 
farmer has another big crop that 
promises to yield even better than 
last year, having 300 acres in wheat. 
Although his farm is 500 miles north 
of Calgary, he has demonstrated that 
the northland s large compensa- 
tion for the agriculturist. 

There are now 75 organized school 
distticts in the Peace River country 
and numerous churches. Mr. Harris 
is going to travel through the west- 
ern states lecturing on his adopted 
country.

Sir Henry Drayton Says

the board of railway commissioners 
for Canada, in a iudgment just re- 
ceived at the transportation bureau 
of the board of trade, Montreal, on 
the question of demurrage. With 
this object a new set of demurrage 
rates has been drawn up by the rail- 
way commmissioners as follows: 

First and second day, free; third 
| day, $1; fourth day, $2; fifth day $3; 
sixth day, $4; seventh day and all 
days thereafter, $5 a day. Suggest- 
ively, the judgment says, “This tar- 
iff ought to release cars quickly.” 

The present scale allows for a fix- 
{ed rate of one dollar & day after 
ithe expiration of free time, which 
varies according to the commodity. 
The railways’ proposal was a rate of 
$3 a day after expiration of free 
time,
